OPEN FIGHT ON RATS 


TO CHECK DISEASE 


New Orleans Plant Extermination of 


Vermin to Prevent Spread 


of Plague. 


[BT ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Nev Orleans, July 2.—Six thousand 
baited rat traps today did silent duty 
iu the 
infected zone of this city, 
where they had been placed by direc- 
tion of the health authorities, in their 
vigorous campaign to 
eradicate bu- 
bonic plague. Two hundred employes 
of the city placed the traps in rat- 
proof .residences and business houses 
and kept their general surveillance 
in their prescribed area. 
The discovery of a second focus of 
infection, believed to be the correct 
one, enlarged 
the 
territory 
over 
which strict watch is being kept. W. 
W. Wilkinson today told President 
Dowlirg cf the state board of health 
that he had been bitten by flees prior 
to developing bubonic plague, while 
lodging at the volunteer industrial 
home on St. Joseph 
street, which 
was today given a special attention 
by the health department. 
Prior to the arrival here today of 
Dr. Rupert Blue, sergeant general of 
the United States public health serv- 
ice, no other measures for stamping 
out the contagions had been adopted. 
Dr. Rupert Blue, sergeant general 


of the United States public health and 
marine hospital service, 
arrived in 
New Orleans today to Investigate bu- 
bonic plague conditions here. 
The sergeant general inspected the 
affected territory in which is located 
the home of the Volunteers of Ameri- 
ca, where the only two cases thus far 
to develop were found last week. 
Sergeant General Blue refused to 
say what system of procedure would 
be used in the New Orleans case.

Secretary Daniels' famous prohibition 
order goes into effect at midnight to 
night, after which any officer found 
in possession of alcoholic liquor on 
board ship or at any naval station, is 
guilty of misconduct. There is only 
one exemption, made in the case of 
the ship's surgeon who may keep a 
limited supply of spirits on hand for 
medical use only. But Admiral 
or 
Captain is as guilty as the seaman if 
he keeps a stock of wines or liquors 
for his own consumption or the re- 
freshment of his guests. 
The naval 
hostess, too, after to- 
night must give up the punch-bowl as 
a magnet for her guests if the scene 
of the entertainment be within the 
naval - jurisdiction, as at the Naval 
Academy, the naval station and the 
navy yards. This feature appealed 
strongly to 
Secretary Daniels, -who 
believed 
that many 
young officers 
could trace their Downfall to over 
indulgence In punch at these social 
functions. 
At midnight tonight the 'naval-regu- 
lations which have heretofore allowed 
wardroom 
officers 
to form' a wine 
mess or club for the purchase and use 
of -wines, will be stricken" out, and 
these stern words will be substituted. 
"The use or introduction for drink- 
ing purposes of alcoholic liquors on 
board any naval vessel, or within any 
navy: yard or station, is strictly pro- 
hibited, and commanding officers will 
be directly responsible 
for the en- 
forcement of this order: 
Since announcing this change some 
time ago Secretary 
Daniels had en- 
couraged expressions of opinions of 
his action, but the adverse comment 
from many officers who held it to be 
an 
infringement 
of their personal 
liberties, did not go far toward lead- 
ing the secretary from his firm stand 
in the matter. 
The only possibility of modification 
is said 
to be special 
dispensation 
which may be granted during the ex- 
change of international courtesies, or 
on such an occasion as the gathering' 
of ships of all nations at the opening 
of the Panama Canal. 
The only nation thus far to follow 
the example set by the UnUed States 
is Norway, whose parliament on June 
10 passed a resolution making both 
the army and the navy messes "dry." 
This w a s pleasing 
to 
Secretary 
Daniels, and he believes other nations 
will come 
to the 
support of this 
theory that alcohol and military effi- 
ciency do not mix. The German Em- 
peror has lately been Insistent upon 
temperance among the mid-shipmen.

Railroad Commission Has Authorized 


$563,000,000 in Bonds Dur- 


ing Past Year. 


Madison, Wis., July 2.—During the 
past fiscal year the railroad commis- 
sion has authorized the Issuance of 
$563,996,119 in railroad 
and public 
utility securities. The largoo.t • single 
issue was that of the St. Paul road in 
the amount of $470,000,000 to be used 
in refunding outstanding bonds. The 
total fee to the state from this single 
transfer was $3,250. During the year 
the commission has collected in fees 
for the authorizations permitted $9,- 
556.22 Owing to a change in the law 
at the last session of the legislature 
the amount of fees collected is not as 
large as in previous years. Formerly 
a fee 
of- $1 for every $1,000 of 
securities issued was charged. This 
rate Is now graduated and permits a 
10 cent fee for unusual issues. 
Of the securities issued during the 
past year approximately $551.500,000 
were for railroad securities of which 
only $384,000 was for stocks; $2,582, 
079 were for public utility securities 
of which $1,046,579 was for stocks and 
nearly $4,000,000 were authorized se- 
curities for combined plants, operat 
ing both a street railway" and a pub 
lie utility plant. Of the total amount 
of all securities authorized $213.477, 
D79 was used for new developments 
The new developments in rallroat 
lines amount to $211,015,000, in pub 
lie utility lines to $2,414.079 and for 
combined plants to $48,000. 
The amount of securities author 
ized for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1914, is nearly ten times the 
amount of. securities authorized in 
1913. In 1913 the total approved se 
curtties amounted to 
$57.779,347 o 
which S48.968.850 was for bonds ant 
$8,810,497 was for stocks. Of-the tola 
Issue -last year 
of; $57,779,347,- there 
was issued to railroads' $48,3i5.950. to 
public utilities Jl.24e.397 and to com 
bined plants $8,207,000. The tota 
amount-issued: for new purposes' las 
year was only 
$47.325,872 compare' 
with 8215,477,079 this year and $57, 
133.859'for the year 1912. 
During the three years that the 
stock and bond law has been in oper 
ation approval has been given by the 
commissiin to issue securities aggre- 
gating $676-682,085 of which $358.745, 
275 were stocks and bonds used fa 
refunding purposes and $317,936,81 
for new buildirg purposes.

cost of their tuition in that institu- 
tion. 
"Resolved. That while we are in 


favor of a full, fair and complete initi- 
ative, recall and referendum for the 
people, we do not think that the pro- 
posed recall amendment is such and 
for that reason we are opposed to the 
same and trust that the voters will de- 
feat it at the polls next fall. 


"Resolved, That we believe that in 


the common schools of a country lies 
the greatest safety of its institutions; 
it is in them that principles of honor, 
justice and courage become flxed and 
enduring for life; and it is our pur- 
pose to guard, foster and protect them 
with jealous care; that in the exces- 
sive and exorbitant tax burdens cre- 
ated by the demands for the so-callfed 
higher education, we see an attempt 
to replace our common schools with a 
'system of schools' that must furnish 
jobs for an army of university gradj- 
ates; that we see in the new school 
board law a step in that direction and 
for that and other reasons demand its 
repeal: that much of the work now 
being done under a pretense of educa- 
tion is but a matter of furnishing 
jobs, without material benefit to th» 
people or a fair return for the costs: 
the state high school inspector, state 
graded school inspector and rural 
school Inspector, about one-half of the 
institute conductors and much of the 
shimmer school work can be classed 
absolutely useless if not harmful: and 
we demand entrenchment along these 
lines.

OLD SHIPS FOR SALE. 


Uncle Sam has gone into the old 


ship business. That is, Uncle Sam is 
going to sell its battleships that it 
has no further use for to some foreign 
nation so it can raise money to build 
new ones. An exchange says that the 
congressional 
endorsement 
of 
the 


United States navy department's plan 
to sell to Greece two battleships ser- 
viceable to her has not been difficult 
to obtain since it was decided that the 
sum received should pay for a new 
vessel of the same type for the United 
States navy. From motives of thrift 
and not of sentiment the transaction 
has been carried through. The prece- 
dent has been established that 
the 


United States will bargain for sale o£ 
fighting craft that are somewhat out- 
classed and yet that have potential 
values for navies of nations ambitious 
to gain in 
sea power. Like most 


precedents it probably will have con- 
sequences not foreseen by champions 
of the hour now so enthusiastic about 
the event. 
As Greece also has obtained from 


China a thoroughly up-to-date vessel 
of the cruiser type building on the 
Delaware, she will have in her future 
navy sufficient evidence on which, to 
base a judgment of the sort of design- 
ing and building of warships done in 
the United States. Of course indirect- 
ly if not 
directly this 
transaction 


must have its international bearings; 
but it is difficult to see in anything 
yet said by responsible officials at 
Washington that the United States 
has acted in the matter from motives 
other than those of 
economy and 


thrift. It is not possible to say that, 
had Turkey been suitor for the bar- 
gains in battleships, she would not 
have 
got them, other things being 


equal. On the other hand, it is futile 
to overlook the rising political and 
pecuniary resources of Greeks resi- 
dent in the United States and the 
fact that, like men of other races re- 
cently migrating in large numbers to 
the -western republic, they are vocal 
with opinions about the course that 
national policy should take. The re- 
sponsiveness of recent administrations 
to pressure of this kind, at important 
junctures in negotiations with nations 
in Europe, is, we think, a fact deserv- 
ing more consideration than it is get- 
ting in the United States.
